‘of euEp Ute sold by that industry to other industries. 


The 108- order matrix contains the 82 industrjes published 
by the Bureau of Economic Analysis, and a breakout of ‘an 
additional 26 primary information industries.

Building an I-C matrix has usually -been a lengthy and 


‘cumbersome task. Tens of thousands‘of interindustry flows 


need to be accounted, reconciled, and balanced. The BEA 
still. requires around five years to construct one national 
484- ‘er matrix. However, reaggregating an already existing 


": Matrix is a fairly straigitforward procedure if the underlying 


details’ are machine readable. The BEA has done an excellent 1 
job.of storing their data on an.Input=Output Worktape for 1967: 
(referred to as "the worktape").which shows the flows of all 
products and services to detailed intermediate and final 
demand ‘sectors, In additi.w . the Bureau of Labor Statistics 
(BLS), Economic Growth Division, has, recently implemented a 
flexible software package for manipulating I-O matrices. 

With these two computer resources available, the job of 
building a unique I-O matrix was anuite feasible. It-.was 
essentially completed in two man-yea:s and about $10,000 in 
computer time. The entire operation reduced to three main 
steps, as follows: 


First, the industries ,included in, the primary information 
sector were selected at the 6-digit I-O level. Appendix 3 (Vol. 
showing detailed primary. sector industries, is essentially-a 
summary of the primary I-O matrix industries. Table 1 lists the 
sic “componente of Bash ‘primary a et industry.

industry numbering sequence so that the two tables are easily 
comparable.
